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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 34-47 are allowed because the prior art of record does not show the combination 
of the transmitter chip for receiving a complementary waveform from an input signal in an 
alternating pattern over the pads, the receiver chip and the plurality of sensing circuits as recited 
in claim 34.
